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Concordia University has achieved much notoriety in the 
field of physical ecuation and athletics, since the merger 
of the Sir George and Loyola Departments in 1975. And the 
success iS not surprising when one considers that the 
Stingers evolved from the powerful Georgian and Warrior 
teams. However, the excellence, now taken for granted on 
the twin campuses was not always evident. 


In 1973 Steve Konchalski (now Assistant Coach for Canada's 
National Basketball Team) wrote: 


"Loyola College was equipped with determination, idealism 
and a dream when it embarked a decade ago on its ‘modern era' 
of physical education. 


The dream belonged to Ed Enos, who had just been appointed 
Director of Physical Education and Athletics with a mandate 
to develope one of the nation's best academic-athletic 
programs. The idealism and determination were two of the 
qualities Enos brought with him to Loyola. 


Much of that 'dream' has turned into reality in the decade 
since Enos first stepped on to the Loyola Campus. The 
Athletic Development Program of which he was the architect 

has reaped an amazing total of 43 championships. The teams 
that ascended to the pinnacles of collegiate sport have been 
accorded feature press, radio and television coverage through- 
out Canada and the Eastern United States. 


Over the past decade, in the men's section of the program, the 
diversified excellence has been unmatched in Canada." 


THE GEORGIANS 


While Dr. Enos and his staff were building the Loyola Dynasty 
(1965-1974), Sir George was battling their arch-rivals tooth 
and nail. Due to a complete lack of facilities, the Georgians 
were forced to play in such obscure arenas and gymnasiums as 
Confederation Arena, Pointe Claire Arena, Paul Sauve, the 
T.M.R. Arena, Verdun Auditorium, the Forum, Showmart, Mont 

St. Louis and Westmount High School. However, the Georgians 
and their fans made up for the lack of facilities. 


Besides providing Loyola with its fiercest rivalry, Sir George 
was also the proving ground for several of Concordia's present 
staff. Paul Arsenault coached the Georgian hockey team to 
several league championships until his departure in 1972, when 
his assistant took over the reins. Athletic Therapist, Gary 
Cummings, a former Georgian player, got his first professional 
job at Sir George in 1973 while Mike Hickey played for and 
coached the highly successful Georgian basketball, prior to 
the 1975 merger.

WARRIOR - GEORGIAN HIGHLIGHTS 


Consider some of the accomplishments of the two schools 
during the 'modern era' (1965-1974). 


SOCCER - Loyola dominated soccer, both on the local and 
national levels. From 1965 - 74 they were undefeated 
in league play. Head Coach Harry Hus directed the 
warriors to a national title in 1973 and the runner-up 
spot in 1972. 


HOCKEY - Loyola and Sir George battled annually for league 
honors giving the old Ontario - St. Lawrence Athletic 
Association the best one-two punch in the country. Paul 
Arsenault had won seven titles in nine season, at both 

Sir George and Loyola, while compiling an overall record 
of 317-136-33. Bob Philip, Arsenault's successor at Sir 
George led a cinderella Georgian team to the CIAU finals 
in 1974. 


BASKETBALL - Doug Daigneault had led the Warriors to six 
league titles and a 192-86 record over this period. Be- 
sides representing Loyola in four National Championships, 
the Warriors at one time chalked up a record string of 

66 consecutive wins in league play. The Sir George Williams 
team finished second to the Warriors until 1972, when Mike 
Hickey took over the reins of the Georgians and promptly 


directed them to two appearances in the CIAU Nationals with > 
such All-Canadians as Tom Brethel, Mike Moore and Zan Pelzer. “ == 


FOOTBALL - The Warriors have fielded winning teams on the 
grid-iron including league titles in 1968 and 1972, as 
well as an appearance in the 1972 Prairie Bowl.

On the women's side of the athletic program, Loyola, in 

1965 was not a big winner. However, by 1974 women's 

Sport at Loyola had come of age and the Tommies were taking 
titles to match their traditionally strong male counterparts.

- The Basketball] team continued as one of the top teams 
in the country, winning the QUAA championships in 1975 
and producing a pair of All-Canadians in Ron Puskarich and 
Jim Akin. 


- The Women's Basketball team compiled a 33-3 record in 
1976, finishing third in the Nationals, the highest-ever 
finish for a Quebec school under the direction of Mike 
Hickey. 


The Intramural programs and facilities were expanded and 
upgraded on the Sir George and Loyola campuses. Participation 
statistics in both locations have reached a new high with 

Bob Philip co-ordinating a comprehensive university-wide 
intramural program and George Short managing the facilities. 


Also, the Athletic Department has been a major contributor

The Varsity Women's Basketball team is expected to battle for the Quebec Uni- 
versity Athletic Association championship this season, following an of f-year 
in 1977-78. 


Coach Hickey's squad suffered through an 8-17 record last year after domina- 
ting Quebec the year before, as they posted a 33-4 record and a third place 
finish in the Canadian Women's Intercollegiate Athletic Union championships. 
Last year's team was plagued with a lack of women power, high number of grad 
uations and transfers, a knee injury to Debbie Larsen and one of the toughest 
schedules in the country. And while Coach Hickey admits that the female 
cagers were overmatched, he feels that they have the talent to win the QUAA 
and advance to the Nationals in Regina.

Gay Owens, a second team All-Star; Cheryl Petersen, the league's second lead- 
ing scorer and third in rebounding; Joyce Tarbet, Concordia's Freshman Ath- 
lete of the Year; Helen Malcrida and Barb McGuiness return from last year's 
team. Debbie Larsen, who played in just four exhibition games last season 
because of a knee injury, has undergone successful surgery and is expected to 
replace the graduated Paddie Chiara. Chiara, a former basketball M.V.P. and 
Female Athlete of the Year, was a league All-Star last year as she Jed the 
league in rebounding and finished third in scoring. 


The new faces include two transfers from Bishop's University, a pair of CEGEP 
players from Dawson and Champlain Colleges and a graduate student from Mont- 
clair State. Linda MacPherson, a league All-Star and former Quebec team pla- 
yer and Inger Breida, a deadly outside shooter, will join the Stingers from 
last year's QUAA champions, Bishop's Gaiters. Rose Ann Darwint, another for- 
mer Quebec team guard comes to Concordia via Dawson, while forward Carolyn 
Zentner will join the Stingers after playing two years at Champlain - St.Lam- 
bert. 


Concordia's schedule will again be one of the strongest in Canada with ap- 
pearances in the Bishop's and Southern Connecticut Tournaments, playing ex- 
hibition games against Montclair State, John Abbott, as well as a twelve game 
league schedule and their own Concordia Classic. The Classic,the top women's 
Basketball Tournament, will include defending Canadian champions, Laurentian 
Vees; A.U.A.A. champion U.N.B.'s Red Bloomers; Guelph Gryphons; the Ottawa 
Gee-Gees; Laval Rouge et Or; American power, Southern Connecticut Owls, and 
Q.U.A.A. champs, Bishop's Gaiters. 


And in the end, hopefully, a trip to Regina and another shot at the National 
title.

STINGER HOCKEY 9 


Women's hockey at Concordia has a proud part, a part which this year's ice squad 
would like to emulate. Hockey was the first women's varsity sport on the Loyola 
Campus when it surfaced in 1966, just three years after the west-end school turn- 
ed co-ed. Sir George Williams formed a team shortly thereafter and both schools 
participated in the Quebec University Athletic Association's initial season in 
ya 


The Loyola Tommies dominated the Q.U.A.A. during the 1973-74 season, while the 
Sir George squad experienced problems finding adequate ice time, as well as ad- 
equate players. That year Loyola captured the Q.U.A.A. crown, gained national 
acclaim with appearances on CBC's Hockey Night in Canada and the CBS Saturday 
Night News. In addition, goalie Janet Norman, appeared in Sports I]lustrated's 
"Faces in the Crowd", after leading the Tommies to a 21-6 season, including nine 
Shutouts and a goals-against average of 1.05. 


The Tommies also managed to capture the Montreal Women's Hockey League Champion- 
ship in 1973 and 1974. The M.W.H.L., founded by Loyola, Sir George and Dawson, 
replaced the Q.U.A.A. league which folded in 1973. 


Since the merger of Loyola/Sir George the new Stingers have failed to capture 
the M.W.H.L. title. Last year the Stingers, under the capable hands of new Head 
Coach, Mo Godbout and assistant Billy Baker, finished second to John Abbott in 
the college division of the M.W.H.L.. With at least nine players returning from 
last year's team, both Godbout and Baker are optimistic over the team's chances 
for their first championship in four years. 


Terry Kenney and Diana Shannon, who shared the goaltending duties last season, 
lead the list of returnees. Kenney was selected an All-Star at the Concordia In- 
vitational Tournament, while Shannon was selected as the team's Most Inspiration- 
al Player. Other returning players include Francine Daoust, last year's leading 
scorer, Laurie McKeown, Elaine Colford, Wendy Jamieson, Julie Nicholls,and Sandy 
and Dorrie Mosel. 


Concordia will compliment their M.W.H.L. schedule with exhibition games against 
American schools, as well as the 12th Annual Concordia Invitational Women's 
Hockey Tournament, to be held on January 26th and 27th.
